The provincial cabinet was to meet in Quebec City today to discuss the strike of 27,000 
technical students, with the possibility of massive sympathy walkouts in secondary schools and 
universities looming ever larger.

Michel Delorme, president of 
the union, said yesterday that an 
additional 4,000 students in 
government secondary schools 
also would be affected by the 
new schedule.

imester system. 

Under the great unimester students can 
hold off a decision on their courses until a 
week before classes start, and then seek the 
ddvice'of-.some -harried professor of history

or geophysics who is supposed to have a full 
grasp of McGill's academic offerings. Under 
the great unimester one can expect to be 
faced with the gruesome job of taking stock 
of his course programme no more than four 
times in four years. 

' Further satisfaction must come, from 
knowledge that nine times out of ten the 
professor and the reading list that greet you 
in September v/ili still be with you eight 
months later when you; prepare for the one 
important set of exams. What a unique^op- 
portunity to get to know your instructor — 
his likes and dislikes, his foibles, his nrrental 
blocks. 



If you are studying the liberal arts under 
the great unimester, God forbid that your 
progress in mastering basic material should ' 
be meaningfully charted during the year. 
What greater way to build responsibility in 
the individual and teach him self reliance 
than to let him go merrily on his way with 
his eyes set somewhere in the mists of 
springtime. What greater way for many of 
us to waste a year. . 

Academic pressure gradually increases 
as the year progresses. In February we hove 
our mardi gras of Carnival, then our lent of 
study and finally Black Friday. 

Of that final exam there seems to be 
some doubt whether it is the most effective 
means of testing the ability to learn and 
control ideas. Is it fair to have 60 to 90 per 
cent of your final grade determined in one 
three-hour exam ? ^ 

In any case, with the unimester com- 
pleted, there is a period of over four months 
in which to procure funds for the next lunge 
at learning (One needn't be too exacting 
about the fact that most summer jobs begin 
in late June). Meanwhile, the campus cools 
its heels. To date only the French Department 
and the computers have been able to parr 
take of a full year of academic involvement. 



■ Ali«ut J935 I"ff;«ttendcd the 
ipring convocation at McGiU be- 
cause Lord Twccdsmuir was llie 
Visitor at that time. Althoueh 
no friends were about to gradu- 
ate or have children graduate, 
I was anxious to see the author 
of many of my favourite boolcs 
and hear what he had to say. 

I can well remember the prize 
list for the graduatine-class in 
g|Ùè'ài|^i|eti The first name was 
ïlan^Illstër McKenzie or a very 

similar name. The second name 
was 'a Hebrew name. On went 
the GovernorGeneral through 
the entire list and every prize 
was won by cither a Scotsman, 
or a Hebrew. I remember" the 
famous, quiet Twecdsmuir smile 
as the Scot in him came out and 
he said, "Well their ancestry is 
all Highlander, whether it be 
from the highlands of Scotland 
or of the Jordan." • 

This brings me back to Buc- 
kle's History of Civilization, 
which I read as part of a history 
course in fourth year Arts, 
wherein .he discussed the rea- 
sons for the decline of past civil- 
izations. He, Buckle, pointed out 
that civilizations developed first 
along river- valleys, citing the 
Nile, the Tigris, the Ganges, the 
Yellow River of China, the Sei- 
ne, Tiber etc.; in Europe. About 
1830 America was not . yet im- 
portant enough for him to men- 
tion the Hudson River Valley, 
the St. Lawrence, the Mississip- 
pi, and our other great rivers, 
but I am sure ..he would today. 
Buckle wènl!lrn|iô:state that. the 
people in thesei'areas developed 
fine cultures, built great dlJes.- 
buiit great road systems, even 
built great navies, and became 
very prosperous. Then the vari- 
ous stocks . that founded these 
civilizations became softened 'up,v 
they-JmoMtcd capable geiierals, 
w i s ca^lgTO Mistrators, luxuries, 
cducaKn^B^i^^ther , leaders 
f rom' othega^o miK j l^ u are' all 
aware of thelMroiwIof ' Rome, 



Egypt, the Moguls in India, the 
fall of the native Chinese dy- 
nasty to the Mongols. All this 
occurred because the original 
natives lost their drive and their 
warlike qualities.' . .. 

-. Thank God, the Anglo-Saxons' 
and French have not yet lost 
their ability to fight in defence 
of their civilization; yet it seems 
to me that we are rapidly los- - 
. ing, for lack of effort, the pre- ; 
dominance that we have held 
in business and the professions, 
a predominance that was won 
by our forefathers because they 
were willing to go out and wrest 
the wealth of Canada .by facing 
hardships and adventure in the 
far places of our land. 

Why is it that so few of the ' 
prizes are won at convocation by 
the students of English origin 
at McGiU ? Why are the French 
students at the University of 
Montreal in the same plight? 
Is it possible that we feel that, 
because wc are still the two 
largest groups that we will do 
all right, even if wc fail to put 
out considerable effort 7 

Let me assure my young read- 
ers that the business that seeks, 
capable young executive-train- 
ees is primarily interested in 
ability and knowledge. After 
too long an acceptance of de- 
'grees at face value we have 

' learned to ask the young gradu- 
ate for a copy of the university 
summary of his marks; the value 
of a college degree is strongly 
correlated to the level of . stand- 
ing in the various subjects. 
Next comes an evaluation of the 
character of ihe young applic- 
ant. Such quallUea. as maturity, 
persistence, moiral courage," lo- 
yally, tact, courtesy, tolerance, 
^honour are the factors that de- 

: termine how well, you- will use 
yoiir e^iicatTon and are the main 
rèiuon why some men.'.do .so. 
much ' better Uiàn/otber9 who 
iiave' the isain'e f .educllion and 
- equal ability. 




I'have addressed my remarks 

so far to those who enter busi- 
ness. They apply equally to 
those who enter the professions. 
When we seek engineers to take 
charge of construction of dams, 
railway lines, of any work that 
-is far from the bright lights' 
and the amenities of cities,- we 
are forced, all too'often to seek 
these men from immigrants or 
Canadians of origin^ other than 
Anglo-Saxon or French. 

■ Af 1 write, I glance at a note 
from a friend who is seeking 
my aid in securing a younger 
man, of about 35 years, to. train 
as his' assistant and gradually 
take over a post which pays 
$25,000 a year. He rejects the 
five young men whom I refer- 
red to him, and two were McGill 
• graduates, because their only in- 
terest was in what the holidays, 
the pension plan, the sickness 
' and disability, provision's, and • 
other benefits might be. "As a 
preliminary, he sought to find 
if they had any ideas about what 
they might be able to do for the 
company, and -got nowhere. As 
part of the duties, the young 
man would have to spend four 
months a year visiting various 
customers and staying at such 
hovels as the Hotel Vancouver, 
the McDonald at Edmonton, the 
Fort Garry at Winnipeg, etc. 
Evidently this imposed too great 
.a. hardship. I havct^g"^ 
the names ,of a Czech 
Polish-Canadian and l am sure 
that I shall shortly hear better 
news: from my friend. 

To refer once more to Buc- 
kle's book before closing. Buc- 
kle states that history indicates 
that it takes persecution or 
hardship to bring biit tlie best 
qualities in any people. AVhe^ 
; was Britain's finest year? Wfi^T 
- are the Hebrews, whom I con- 
sider .to be the most efficient, 
industrious, and progressive peo- 
ple in Quebec, why, I say, are 
they so effective ? Because they 
know full well that they have 
to overcome the intolerance that 
too many of us, I am not one, 
feel toward them. Who run the 
:najor student activities at Mc- 



Gill 7 Who give about four times 
as much per capita to charity ? 
Who were those who defended 
the Anglo-Saxon viewpoint ver- 
sus the French recently on tele- 
vision? If my eyes did -not de- 
ceive me, we Anglo-Saxons were 
defended by several Jews and a 
Pakistani ? 0 tempera, 0 mores. 
What is our alibi, are we pre- 
tending to ourselves, with what 
the French of France delight to 
call Anglo-Saxon hypocrisy, that 
we are above taking part in such 
defence as . being beneath our 
dignity. 

. One last remark. Canada is 
still full of opportunity /or those 
who are not.^.too/^de^cadent,-.to 
rough it a bit and ^do 'some real 
hard work. I hope that some 
students took time off from 
; smashing pianos with axes long 
enough to read the saga of the 
executive from Molson's in the 
Star recentlyl^Thlsj^'gcnUcman, 
whom I shall namc/for his story 
is glorious, John Smola, came 
to Canada as an anti-communist 
Czech refugee in 1948. To pay 
off his passage he worked for a 
year as a farm hand in Nova 
Scotia. To learn English, he 
worked for a year as a waiter 
in Montreal. Then he went to 
work as a clerk and went to 
college at night. He won his 
B.A. in 1954 and his B.Com. 
in 1056, his M.A. in Economics 
in^lOSO, and his Ph.D. in 1063. 
P!frï]e is now a senior executive at 
the age of 42. From thi.s story 
and that of many, in.iny more 
of persecuted peoples, we Ang- 
lo-Saxons may well take stock. 
To paraphrase Shakespeare, the 
fault, dear students, may not be 
with the Gods but with .our- 
selves if we prove underlings. 

^,0h yes, I have worked as a 
!:farm hand myself, have dug 
ditches, have worked as a clerk 
for $6.00 a week of 48 hours to 
finance my education while at 
McGill. I am too old fashioned 
to be ashamed of such acts. I 
speak not in bitterness but in 
sorrow. Honestly, are we Anglo- 
Saxons in the process of selling 
ourselves down the. riveir?

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In the year ahead, unless there appears on' the 
scene some unforscen change in the world picture, 
it is likely that Canada's prairie farmers will continuo 
In favour of being fairly friendly — at least not hos- 
tile — to the China of the mainland which has proven 
to be one of Canada's biggest and best customers for 
wheat. 

Despite multi-million dollar development of oil and 
potash, the annual wheat crop, wheat exports, and the 
price of wheat continue to be more than^conversa-. 
lion pieces" among farm Implement deaîèrs'^nd bu- 
sinessmen generally in the villages, towns" and cities 
• of Canada's prairie provinces. . 

Though there were variotis other factors at work 
during the Federal election last summer when all but 
one of the 43 prairie seats were taken by Diefenbaker's 
'Progressive Party, the fact that Alvin Hamilton (Agri-

cultural Minister in the Dicfenbaker Regime) is re- 
. gardëd as "the man who first got our. wheat going to 
China" did have considerable bearing'on the election 
results. Whether or not the Canada Whcai Board would 
' have been so readily In the act without him, the prai- 
rie legend that "our Alvin went over to China' to gel 
the deal going" persists. 

The pocket book has ever had a potent influence^ 
on policy, and so it is not surprising that prairie farm 
organizations have, in annual convention during the 
last three years, passed resolutions asking Ottawa of- 
ficially to recognize China, and to vote for the admit- 
tance of ' China to the United Nations. While somie of 
■ the resolutions were,; from time to time, couched . in 
. idealistic terms — there were delegates who consider- 
ed them realistic — such as "no nation should be 
excluded from the forum of nations", it is doubtful if 
they would have carried by such large majorities with- 
out at least one eye on the family bank account. 

The Saskatchewan Wheat Pool — a many-million 
dollar farmer-owned operation in local grain elevators, 
lakehead and salt water terminals, vegetable oil pro- 
cessing and livestock marketing — voted in annual. 
' convention c to ^havè .Canada plunk for mainland China 
to be seated 1n' the United Nations. 

The Farmers' Union of Alberta, with support from 
Alberta Wheat Pool members organized, In the spring 
of 1004, to travel to China and see for themselves. , 
some of the "goings on" In that vast land of ;7M;pb,' 
more million people. The delegation went by alr'aftef^ 
harvest of that year. All this delighted Alvin Hamilton 
who was at the same time making speeches and pro 
nouncements urging reciprocal trade between Canada 
and China. 

On their return, one of the farmers on the delega 
lion told this reporters there was some prior apprc .. 
hension on the part of the group that Peking's recep- 
tion might at times be cool in view of the fact that 
"Canada sold vast quantities of wheat jto a country 
. that didn't exist". He told me that they found the 
reverse was the case. Hospitality there was "warm and 
real". Chinese officials did not hold Canada's non- 
recognition against the visitors. How could official 
Canada behave otherwise when Canada is a satellite 
of the United States ? was the attitude of Peking offi- 
cialdom. 

And now the most recent prairie farm dispatchc;: 
to Ottawa to come to the attention of this reporter 
brings Canada's Expo '07 into the picture. 

In a telegram to External Affairs Minister Paul 
Martin, t\yo days before Christmas (Dec. 23, 1965), 
- Saskatchewan Farmers Union President. Roy Atkinson 
said prairie farmers were dismayed by reports that the ■ 
Directorate of Expo '67 "has been denied authority 
by your department to extend an invitation to the 
government of mainland China to participate In Ca- 
nada's Centennial Exposition**. 



'"It Is our hope," the telegram went on, "that Ca- 
nada's Centennial might be planned without the im- 
plied Inlerfercncc of American foreign policy consi- 
derations". ' • ' 

Mr. Atkinson added that the executive of the Sas- 
katchewan ,'Farftiers Union "request reconsideration of 
your previous decision in this matter". 

On the. same day the Saskatchewan Farmers Union 
President wired Prime Minister Pearson that the SFÙ 
executive "urges your Cabinet consider grant permis- . 
~8ion to Director Expo '67 extend invitation to Mainland 
China re participating in Canada's Centennial Ëxpo- 
sition. Prairie farmers believe the extension of two-... 
way trade is an important factor in maintaining this 
market and a meaningful contribution to maintaining 
Peace on Earth". . 

Reading over this telegram Christmas Eve, is it 
just possible that Prime Minister Pearson, with Jil* 
grandchildren around him, might have become so 
imbued with the Christmas spirit to decide that per- 
haps he should try to make "this meaningful contribu- 
tion to maintaining Pcaca;.onj Earth" and -at the. same 
time show those prairie farmers, who until now he 
had found so difficult to please, that he really has ' 
their interest at heart? But first he woiild have to 
clear it >vith his good friend and neighbour to the ■ 
south? v; - i ■ '. 

And so, in phantasy, the.-' following telephone con- 
versation might have taken place? 
Prim* Minttttr Ltittr B. Pearson : Hello. Hello, Lyn- 
don ! This is Lester here. I want to . . . 
Preiidcnt Lyndon B. Johnson : Lester ? Lester who T 
The PM: Pearson, you know, Lester Pearson. 
The President : Oh yeah. Up there In Canada. 
The PM : That's right. Now what I wanted to talk to • 
y>yoU'abQut is this minority government I have here in 
Ottawa, and...
